The end of 1978 completes 23 years of organized activities for the 
citizens of Tilton and Northfield. 


Due to a turnover of Council members, reorganization was needed. 
The current members of the Council are: Terry Anne Steady, Chairper- 
son; Roger Abbot, Vice Chairperson; Midge Burnham, Treasurer; 
Leona Page, Secretary; Janice Baker, Rhoda Miller, Robert and Sandy 
Cyr, and Charles Dwinal. The effective date of office was May, 1978 


The following is a report of the activities offered by the Recreation 
Council from June 1, 1978 to February 1, 1979. 


The first task of the Council was to develop a summer program. 
Within a month’s time, the staff was hired, the swim and playground 
programs were developed, and participant registration was completed. 


The program was based on weekly themes including: Friendship 
Week, Animal Week, Tournament Week, Festival Week, New Games 
Week, Fantasy Week, Hobby Week, and Grand Finale Week. Play- 
ground activities were planned to correspond with the Theme of the 
Week. Some examples of activities held were: a buddy day, a kite day, a 
clown day, a hula hoop contest, a watermelon hunt, and various other 
activities. 


The program also sponsored special trips including: visiting a 
strawberry farm, Benson’s Wild Animal Farm, Enchanted Forest, 
Canobie Lake Park and the Dairy Queen. 


Also, during the eight week program, swimming lessons were held ona 
daily basis. 


A summer program would not be complete without crafts and sports. 
Some of the craft programs were: puppet making, kite making, and 
scrap craft projects. Sports events included: archery, soccer clinics, tour- 
naments and various sport leagues. 


Approximately 120 children were active in these programs. 


Since the summer of 1978, the Council has accomplished the follow- 
ing: The East Main Street property was sold to Roy and Wanda Jordan 
for $9,780.00.* This money has been deposited in the Building Fund. A 
part-time Director was hired and a CETA employee was approved and 
hired. Several family oriented programs were offered, such as: entertain- 
ment for the senior citizens; Squam Lakes Science Center presented a 
program entitled ‘‘Winter Survival’’; a trip to a Bruins game in Boston; a

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Christmas party with Santa Claus; the Recreation Hall was opened for 
scheduled activities; the ski program was offered again this year, and a 
Walt Disney film was shown. 

The Council also hopes to sponsor family skating parties, gymnastic 
programs, ceramic classes, just to name a few. 


The number of young and old citizens using our facilities has in- 
creased. This shows that the need for recreation programs is definitely 
there and that it has developed to the point where the need has exceeded 
the facility. We feel it is time for all of us to start recognizing these needs. 


At this time, the Council would like to thank the officials of the 
Union-Sanborn School, the summer program staff, the local merchants, 
the Highland Ski Area, all the volunteer mothers on the ski program, and 
all the individuals and groups for their contributions, time and effort for 
making the 1978 Recreation Program such a success. Special thanks goes 
to the taxpayers of our communities whose support continues to make 
recreation programs available. All interested citizens are welcome to at- 
tend our regular bi-monthly meetings held on Thursdays at 7:30 p.m. at 
the Recreation Hall.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PINES COMMITTEE 


The Northfield Pines Committee was formed by the Selectmen in 1977 
to assist them in ensuring the upkeep, preservation, and accountable 
scheduling of the Pines. The committee membership is open to any in- 
terested persons, and for the most part has been made up of represen- 
tatives from the Youth League, T-N Recreation Council, Tall Pines 
Equestrian Club, Rotary Club, and the Fire Department. Meetings are 
held at Northfield Town Hall, usually on the third Wednesday of the 
month. 

This year the Committee scheduled 11 events in the Pines and the 
Equestrian Ring, and over 100 events in the Baseball Field. Events in the 
Pines included six Horse Shows (Sponsored by the Tall Pines Equestrian 
Club, Franklin Hospital, Rotary, Franklin Sesquicentennial, and Pemi- 
quanni organizations,) two Pony Pulls (sponsored by the Fire Depart- 
ment), the Fourth of July Celebrations, a Winnisquam High School 
Alumni event, and the annual Fire Department Clambake. The Baseball 
Field hosted the Winnisquam Regional High School Girls’ Softball, and 
over 100 games of the Youth League which ran from May 15 to July 15. 
Several other organizations were permitted to use the ball field, receiving 
permission through either Charlie Dwinal or the Police Department. 

Several improvements were brought about through efforts of the com- 
mittee and its member organizations. Acting on the concern expressed at 
the 1978 Town Meeting, the committee requested a County Foresters’ 
Report and advice on how to preserve the Pines. Arrangements were 
made for each event to have a crew that cleaned up the area, and the 
town highway department cooperated in removing and emptying the 
trash barrels. The Tall Pines Equestrian Club hauled out slash and 
stumps in the central area, and cleared up large patches of poison ivy. 

The Ball Field was completely renovated in the past two years. 
Dugouts, storage shed, bleachers, and fences were erected, the latter for 
the safety of the children. The field was rolled and re-seeded, and used 
for the first time in the spring of 1978. Unfortunately, the gates to the 
field had to be locked after problems were encountered with vandals 
destroying bases, stanchions, and benches in the dugout. 

With the approval of the selectmen in the 1977 town year, the Commit- 
tee guided the erection of a flag pole and light poles above the Equestrian 
Ring, to serve the dual purpose of night lighting Horse events, and a 
possible winter skating rink. With the help of the Fire Department and 
Roads Department, a rink may become a reality in mid-February. 

Given the backing of the 1978 Town Meeting to enforce the protection 
of the Pines, the Committee enacted a tighter set of regulations for 
organizations wishing to sponsor events in the Pines. These included an 
insurance clause, arrangements for cleaning the area, no bottled 
beverages, no vehicular traffic except the horse vans and towing vehicles 
bringing horses to events, no horses tied to trees, no signs nailed or sta- 
pled to trees, and permits granted directly by the Selectmen. Regulations 
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were also developed with the advice of the Northfield Police Department 
for the use of the ballfield. 

Our recommendations for the coming year center around the report of 
County Forester Stanley Knowles. He cites soil compaction around tree 
roots as a problem which might be overcome by restricting indiscriminate 
parking, and by placing bark mulch along travelled routes. He also 
discourages intensive use of the Pines for recreation, as the tall trees tend 
to be susceptible to disturbances. Given these guidelines, and the Glines 
legacy that the Pines should be used for recreational purposes, we recom- 
mend careful use and development of the area along the following lines: 

1. Enforce restriction of unauthorized parking on the fringes of the 
pines on both Park and Dearborn Streets. 

2. Place a heavy bark mulch in the high traffic areas, particularly the 
roadway from the horse trough on Park Street to Dearborn Road, just 
west of the Apartment Complex. 

3. Limit activities within the area of the Pines to no more than 15 
events per year, including the July 4th Celebrations. This restriction 
would not include the ballfield, which is outside of the area of the tall 
trees. 

4. Regretfully, we would not allow pulling contests, because tethered 
ponies are purposefully underfed and highstrung during the contests, 
and they tend to paw a pit in the turf, possibly tearing up roots. (Pleasure 
horses are fed between events and rarely paw the soil.) 

5. Allow horse vans and towing vehicles access to the shade of the trees 
directly adjacent to the roadway from the watering trough to Dearborn 
Street, but control access through an entrance by the watering trough, 
and ensure orderly parking away from the roots of the tall trees. Parking 
of these vehicles off of the built up roadway would only be allowed dur- 
ing scheduled events. 

6. Under the supervision of a forester, trim and cut out dead trees and 
undergrowth where necessary (especially in the area to the northeast of 
the ballfield) and use any lumber accruing for the improvement of the 
area (petitioned in the town warrants.) 

7. Place more trash containers in the area. 

8. Begin a program to replace and increase the number of picnic tables. 

All of these items can be carried out at no cost to the town, through the 
volunteer work of member organizations, and the continued kind help of 
the Road Agent and Police Department.

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HALL MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
Report of the Librarian—1979 


The Hall Memorial Library served the communities of Northfield and 
Tilton in 1978 with a part-time staff of two librarians and two aides and 
was open forty hours each week during the ten winter months and 
twenty hours a week during July and August. On October 13, 
Head Librarian Guenn Winterbottom retired to travel with her husband, 
after three busy and productive years at the library. Assistant Librarian 
Doris Ullrick was then appointed by the library trustees to fill the post, 
while Aides Sandi Emerson and Rachel Entwistle continued to help staff 
the library. Need for a full-time, rather than a part-time, librarian’s post 
was discussed by the trustees and staff and is requested in the library 
budget for 1979. 

President of the Library Trustees Ron Mills announced in October 
that the lovely Hall Memorial Library, a landmark here for many years, 
is now listed in the National Registry of Historic Buildings. All who are 
interested in the history of this area are particularly pleased with this 
honor, which has potential for practical funding of restoration efforts. 

The library stepped up the children’s program in 1978, offering two 
story hours for pre-schoolers per week January through May and once 
weekly October through December. A new dimension was added with the 
free loan of State Library films on a regular basis. School and library 
have cooperated in film programs which introduce books and encourage 
reading. Visits of elementary classes to the library, accompanied by 
teachers, have led to opportunities for wider reading by the children and 
familiarity with the card catalog and library organization. 

Statistics show that library circulation continues to rise as more of 
Tilton’s and Northfield’s residents discover the variety and quality of 
books, records, magazines and pamphlets available in the library. Ap- 
preciation for the generous donations of gift books and records and for 
the exhibits loaned is sincerely felt by all connected with the library. 
Friends of the Library represented by Camille Tolme and Ruth Gorrell, 
graciously decorated the rooms and Christmas tree during the holidays. 
The Garden Club provided border flowers in summer and gave a 
beautiful wreath for the library’s entrance.

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This Christmas, gifts and baskets of food were delivered to many 
families with the help of the American Legion Community Action, The 
Congregational Church Sunday School, the Elks, the Friendly Club of 
The Congregational Church, The Friendship Grange, W.R.H.S. Student 
Council, and Anonymous donors. Residents of local nursing homes, 
from Tilton-Northfield, were given gifts, brought to them by members of 
the Board.

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YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


In March, 1978, the three towns of Tilton, Sanbornton, and North- 
field voted overwhelmingly in favor of continuation of the Youth Assis- 
tance Program. The program, initiated in July, 1975 with the assistance 
of a grant from the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delinquency, 
is a preventative, community-based organization developed to combat 
the high rate of juvenile crime in this tri-town area. In the past three and 
a half years, Y.A.P. has drastically reduced this high level of crime by 
providing several services for the youth of our towns: 


COURT DIVERSION: When a child has committed a crime, the ar- 
resting officer has two options: 

1. Scold the child and release him to his parents, or 

2. Take the child to court, where basically the judge’s only alternatives 
are to scold the juvenile and place him on probation, or send him to the 
Youth Development Center in Manchester, usually after the child’s third 
or fourth court appearance. 

With the Y.A.P., the arresting officer and the court have a third 
choice. Should the juvenile admit guilt to the crime, he can be referred to 
court diversion. The Police Chief and the Y.A.P. director first discuss 
the case to determine its appropriateness for diversion based on the 
seriousness of the offense and the youth’s previous involvement with the 
law. If a green light is given at this point, the Y.A.P. director then meets 
with the juvenile and his family, with his school teachers and principal, 
the arresting officer, and any other relevant person in his life. This is 
done to get the full picture of the juvenile’s attitude, problems, possible 
reasons for his deviant behavior, and to achieve better insight as to what 
would be an effective consequence for his act. A full report is presented 
to the Juvenile Review Board (J.R.B.) with the youth and his parents 
present. (The J.R.B. is a trained volunteer committee of local citizens 
with various skills and professions who hear the case and assign the con- 
sequences.) These consequences provide: 

-1. Punishment—the youth must meet personally with the victim of his 
crime to apologize and to arrange restitution for the crime, usually in the 
form of work to repair the damage done, if possible. 

2. Rehabilitation—the youth must report to the Y.A.P. director week- 
ly for a mandatory period to discuss his progress at home, in school, and 
in the community. If the youth is a behavior problem in school, the 
J.R.B. will often ask for an improvement in effort, conduct, and at- 
titude, monitored by weekly reports from the school. 

3. Deterrence—having the juvenile appear before the local citizens to 
admit guilt to his crime holds the youth accountable to the community 
for his acts, as well as to help him to realize that are consequences for 
breaking the law.

If the juvenile does not comply with the consequences assigned by the 
J.R.B., he is petitioned to court for the original offense. Of a total of 51 
cases which have gone before the J.R.B., only three juveniles have failed 
to fulfill court diversion expectations and had to be taken to court. 


COUNSELING AND REFERRAL: Counseling and referral are ser- 
vices extended to all youth and their families of the three towns. In the 
past year, there were a total of 240 referrals made to Y.A.P., 102 of these 
coming from parents, the schools, and the juveniles themselves. This is a 
healthy sign, as referrals which do not come from the police are not 
crime related, thus showing not only active use of Y.A.P. by the com- 
munities, but also a swing towards more preventative intervention. 

Y.A.P. refers both juveniles and families to appropriate services 
throughout the Lakes Region, having made use of a total of 27 various 
agencies in the past year. 


THE PEOPLE PROGRAM: The key word in describing the Y.A.P. is 
PREVENTION. Now that the program has effectively cut juvenile crime, a 
great deal of time and effort have gone into the development of a service 
to keep the crime rate down, and what better way than to offer our youth 
healthy spare time activities and positive adult supervision? PEOPLE cur- 
rently has eleven regular volunteers who work either on a one to one 
basis with a child, or who plan monthly group activities. In the past year, 
PEOPLE has had an Adult vs. Youth Softball Game, held two hikes and a 
trip down the Alpine Slide, opened the Tilton-Northfield Recreation Hall 
on a weekly basis prior to the hiring of new Recreation staff, held a 
Christmas Party which was organized by the youths themselves, and has 
upcoming sledding and skating parties planned. The PEOPLE Program 
has been modeled after similar projects through out the state which have 
proven to be effective, preventative deterrents to delinquency. 


Youth Assistance is a community based, community dependent pro- 
gram. All of our more than 40 volunteers and two staff live in the three 
communities, our three Police Departments and schools are supportive 
of Y.A.P. efforts, and you, the townspeople decide each year whether to 
continue the program. Because Youth Assistance has proven its worth, 
several local towns, including Meredith, Alton, and Laconia, are using 
our program as a model to deal with their own sky rocketing juvenile 
problems. Youth Assistance has also been recognized by the G.C.C.D. as 
an authorized alternative to each town having its own juvenile officer, as 
mandated by New Hampshire State Law. 


With your continued support, Youth Assistance is committed to pro- 
viding a healthier and more enriched environment for the youth of our 
communities.

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AUDIT—SUMMARY OF FINDINGS & RECOMMENDATIONS

Members of the Board: 


Submitted herewith is the report of an examination of the accounts of 
the Town of Northfield for the year ended December 31, 1977, which 
was made by this Division in accordance with the vote of the Town. Ex- 
hibits as hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 

One of the enclosed audits must be given to the Town Clerk for reten- 
tion as part of the Town’s permanent records. 


Special Revenue Funds: 
Federal Revenue Sharing Fund: 


The Town received $43,230 of Federal Revenue Sharing and interest 
during the current year. The Town appropriated and transferred $48,000 
to the General Fund for expenditure leaving an unexpended balance of 
$57,160 which must be appropriated within twenty-four months of 
receipt. 


Anti-Recession Fund: 


The Town received $4,122 in federal anti-recession funds during the 
current year which should have been expended within the prescribed six 
month time limit. We recommend that the Town notify the Office of 
Revenue Sharing of your intent to appropriate said funds at the next 
town meeting and expend the funds in accordance with the desires of the 
voters after they have been appropriated. Failure to expend these funds 
in a timely fashion may cause the federal government to demand repay- 
ment. 


GENERAL COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


Tax Collector: 


We noted during our examination that the Selectmen failed to commit 
1977 and 1976 Property Taxes to the Tax Collector as required by law. A 
back dated commitment for 1976 Property Taxes was subsequently 
issued. In addition, the Tax Collector did not receive a commitment of 
1977 Resident Taxes until November 1, 1977. The Tax Collector had no 
legal obligation to collect payments on the aforementioned tax levies 
without receiving the properly executed tax warrants. For future 
reference the applicable statutes are as follows: 

‘76:11 Delivery of List; Notice to Taxpayer. Such list shall be 
delivered to the collector within thirty days from the receipt of infor- 
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mation by the selectmen from the Commissioner of Revenue Administra- 
tion of the rate per cent of taxation as provided in R.S.A. 11:15 unless 
for good cause the time is extended by the Commissioner of Revenue Ad- 
ministration. The collector shall within thirty days after the receipt of 
such list by him, send to every person taxed, or his agent, if known, a bill 
of his taxes, unless for good cause the time is extended by the Commis- 
sioner of Revenue Administration.’’ 


‘*76:12 List of Resident Taxes. Before June first in each year, unless 
the time therefore is extended by the Commissioner of Revenue Ad- 
ministration, the selectmen of towns and the assessors of cities shall com- 
mit to the collector of taxes a warrant, under their hands and seal, to- 
gether witha list of resident taxes by them assessed, directing the collector 
to collector the same and to pay the amount collected to the treasurer at 
such times as may be therein prescribed. Provided, that for the first 
assessment of the resident tax the warrant with the list shall be committed 
before August 1, 1971.”’ 

In addition to the previously stated cases of non-compliance with 
statutes the following deficiencies were discovered during our examina- 
tion: 

a. Selectmen failed to deliver tax warrants for taxes discovered after 
Original lists were prepared. 

b. Selectmen failed to properly prepare and deliver properly executed 
abatements. 

c. Unauthorized discounts in the amount of $3,837 for the year ended 
December 31, 1977 were allowed. 

A reserve for uncollectible taxes of $8,084 has been recorded to cover 
scheduled abatements which have not been delivered to the Tax Collec- 
tor. It is recommended that the selectmen promptly examine scheduled 
abatements and take appropriate action. 

In reviewing the town meeting minutes of March 12, 1977, we noted no 
record of a vote to authorize the allowance of discounts for prompt pay- 
ment of taxes. R.S.A. 80:52 requires an annual vote be taken to 
authorize such discounts. 

R.S.A. 41:35 requires the Tax Collector to pay all monies collected to 
the Town Treasurer on a weekly basis. The total amounts of monies 
received during the week were not promptly remitted to the Town 
Treasurer. 

The Tax Collector was also not maintaining formal records of proper- 
ty sold for non-payment of taxes as mandated by R.S.A. 41:35. It was 
necessary to prepare these records for the Tax Sale of September 27, 1977 
during the course of our audit. The Tax Collector has the prescribed 
books for the recording of such transactions and has been instructed in 
their use. We recommended that the Tax Collector reconstruct the 
records for previous Tax Sales. 
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Town Clerk: 

Due to a robber of the Northfield Town Office on or about June 26, 
1977 it was necessary to extend our normal audit procedures relative to 
the amounts of the Town Clerk. The Town Clerk’s practice of failing to 
deposit receipts until making the statutorily required monthly remittance 
to the Treasurer resulted in a loss of all June receipts to date of the rob- 
bery. Additionally the cash books had not been posted through the close 
of business on June 25, 1977. Original records covering this activity were 
subsequently lost or destroyed. Although we have reconstructed the 
related activity insofar as was practical the absence of sufficient 
documentation precludes our expressing an opinion as to a fair statement 
of the Town Clerk’s accounts. 

Payroll Accounts: 

R.S.A. 41:29 requires that the Town Treasurer have custody of all 
monies belonging to the town. Current practice in the Town of North- 
field allows the Road Agent and Police Chief custody of payroll funds. It 
is recommended that all payroll accounts be returned to the Town 
Treasurer and that a centralized payroll system be immediately imple- 
mented. 

C.E.T.A.-Manpower Programs and the Municipal Budget Law: 

During the course of our audit it was noted that the Town of North- 
field received and expended funds for salaries and fringe benefits of 
employees hired under both C.E.T.A. and Manpower programs. The 
Municipal Budget Law (R.S.A. 32:10) which has been adopted by the 
Town, states in part that ‘‘. . . no board of selectmen.. . shall pay or 
agree to pay any money or incur any liability ... for which an ap- 
propriation has not been made. . .”’ There is no evidence that the North- 
field Town Meeting of March 12, 1977 appropriated monies for either 
C.E.T.A. or Manpower employees. It is recommended that these items, 
if applicable, be included in future budgets of the Town. 

Financial Duties of the Selectmen: 

R.S.A. 41:9, printed below for future reference, requires that the 
selectmen maintain control over all funds received and expended in the 
course of municipal operations. The Northfield Board of Selectmen cur- 
rently maintains no record of monies received. In many instances funds 
were paid to the Town Treasurer and in several cases the Town Treasurer 
was by-passed and monies were paid directly to a department head who is 
expressly prohibited by statute from having custody of town funds. 

The lack of control and documentation previously described precludes 
over expressing an opinion as to the fairness of the accompanying finan- 
cial statements. It is recommended that the Selectmen maintain adequate 
records of all monies received by the Town and deposit all funds with the 
Town Treasurer. The applicable statutory reference is as follows: 

‘*41:9 Financial Duties. The selectmen shall pay all sums of money 
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received by them in behalf of the town to the town treasurer immediately 
after receipt, and state to him from whom and for what received. They 
shall draw orders upon the treasurer for the payment of all accounts and 
claims against the town allowed by them, and take proper vouchers 
therefor. They shall keep a fair and correct account of all moneys re- 
ceived, all accounts and claims settled and all orders drawn by them, and 
of all their other financial transactions in behalf of the town.’’ 
Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 21, requires that the auditor’s 
summary of findings and recommendations shall be published in the next 
annual report of the Town. Publication of the exhibits contained in this 
audit report is optional at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. This 
letter, however, must be published in its entirety. 

We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town of 
Northfield for their assistance during the course of the audit.

Dear Commissioner Price: 


The Selectmen have received the findings and recommendations of 
your Department concerning the examination of accounts for the Town 
of Northfield for the year ending December 31, 1977. 

The audit summary has been extremely helpful to the Town and given 
us guidance so that we are now in complete conformity with various stat- 
utory and administrative requirements. 

Before we discuss on an item-by-item basis the areas you mentioned, 
the Board would like to convey to you the appreciation we have for the 
dedication of Mr. David Cluday from your Department who was ex- 
tremely instrumental in helping us comply with your recommendations. 
Mr. Clukay took time during the audit to discuss procedures with us and 
even spent an evening with the Selectmen in a highly beneficial close-out 
conference. 

Now we will discuss your recommendations and our responses to 
them: 

1. The Selectmen and Town Treasurer are aware of the need to spend 
Federal Revenue Sharing funds within the 24-month deadline. 

At the regular Town Meeting $41,350 was appropriated and has been 
expended for purchase of a new Town grader. 

2. At the 1978 Town Meeting, Federal Anti-Recession Funds were 
authorized by the Town for expenditure and have, in fact, been spent 
within the time frame in accordance with the Office of Revenue Sharing 
Standards. (We should note that it was Mr. Clukay who advised us as to 
how to comply with the standards of these programs prior to Town 
Meeting.) 

3. Property Town warrants have been properly issued and resident tax 
warrants have been properly issued for all levies prior and subsequent to 
the audit. Proper procedures for handling abatements have been in- 
stituted. 

4. The Selectmen have agreed to comply with RSA 80:52 to insure an 
annual vote for authorization for property tax discounts. 

5. The Tax Collector has instituted a weekly remittance of all monies 
collected to the Town Treasurer, and records for previous tax sales are 
being reconstructed. 

6. A new payroll system designed by our Town Treasurer, Ed Zimmer- 
man, has been established so that neither the Road Agent nor the Police 
Chief have custody of any payroll funds. 
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7. The Town of Northfield has for sometime utilized CETA and Man- 
power employees but only when there was 100% reimbursement and 
thus no cost to the local taxpayer. We now understand that even though 
there is no cost anticipated, expenditures and revenues must be budgeted. 
This will be done in all future Town budgets. 

8. The Selectmen are pleased to inform you that after many years of 
apparent noncompliance with RSA 41:9 there is now complete com- 
pliance. For the first time in many years an approved receipt element of 
the Town ledger is in existence, and maintained weekly. As mentioned 
earlier, Town funds are no longer paid directly to department heads for 
payroll purposes. 

The Selectmen are now confident that the Town of Northfield is main- 
taining proper and accurate financial and administrative procedures, and 
that the Town is in compliance with the various Federal and State re- 
quirements which you have discussed. 

Once again, we thank you and your staff for their assistance and 
concern.
